Worked for Drug

It’s 4:05 am. in a court room at the 
county building. The early morning jokes 
have stopped. The talk turns serious as the 
bullet-proof vests are snapped on. 

Twenty members of the Crawford 
County Sheriff Department - every avail- 
able road and corrections officer - go over a 
list of 33 suspects in a pre-dawn drug bust 
pointing out the danger they could 
encounter while serving the warrants and 
arresting the suspects. 

The command officers choose the order 
they'll go after the suspects, placing the 
ones they fee] mosi dangerous high on the 
list. They also plan which suspects might 
require aii road officers on hand during the 
arrest. 

Eight months of undercover work by a 
Crawford County Sheriff agent with help 
from Michigan State Police and federal 
drug enforcement undercover agents now 
culminates in the next few hours. 

At 4 am. the Michigan State Police 
started their operation in Roscommon 
County picking up a suspect they believe is 
the leading supplier of LSD in northern 
Michigan. 

At 5:05 a.m. four patrol cars, three 
unmarked cars, a blazer, and tow truck 
head for the first two suspects located at 
one apartment building. 

The pair are arrested without trouble but 
the car the sheriff department wanted to 
confiscate has been sold a few days before. 
Any vehicles used in transporting illegal 
drugs becomes the property of the sheriff 
department and can be sold to help finance 
the drug enforcement program. 

One patrol car with two officers begins 
the duty of transporting suspects to the 
county jail while the rest split into two 
groups to arrest more suspects in Grayling 
Twp. and the city of Grayling. The first 
seven suspects are arrested without 
problems. Everyone appeared to be sleep- 
ing in their residence when the police 
knocked on their doors. When they came to 
the door, sheriff deputies read the warrants 
and placed them under arrest. 

Robert Bovee, juvenile officer for Craw- 
ford County, accompanied the sheriff 
department on the arrests where children 
were at the residence with a single parent. 
The parent told Bovee where the children 
could be taken for care. 

After the first seven were arrested, the 
sheriff department regrouped at the county 
building and headed for the southern part. of 
the county. 

By the end of the morning 26 were 
arrested in Crawford, Roscommon, Alpena, 
and Kalkaska counties and seven were 
confiscated, By the end of the week, 28 
suspects including one juvenile were 
arrested, Those charged inelude:

Randee Johnson, 
24, delivery of marijuana and selling. 

Mark Stephenson, 20, conspiring to 
deliver marijuana and maintaining a place. 
Paul Mathy, 17, delivery of marijuana. 
Steve Priebe, 18, delivery of LSD and 
selling. Marty Welch, 17, delivery of 
marijuana and selling. Tawny Cook, 23, 
delivery of LSD and selling. Garrett 
Murray, 18, conspiring to deliver mari- 
juana, Marvin Forbes, 19, delivery mari- 
juana. Mike Breitfeld, 17, conspiring to 
defraud. Dennis Bofysil, 20, selling under 
false pretenses, Shirley Brown, 30, selling 
and selling under false pretenses. The 
charges on the juvenile were not released. 

The biggest single buy in the undercover 
operation was $880 for 600 hits of LSD. The 
street value of a hit of LSD runs from $1 to 
$8. : 

At one time, the undercover operation 
had 2000 hits of LSD ordered through 
dealers and an ounce of cocaine. An ounce of 
cocaine costs about $2300. The more you 
buy, the cheaper it gets for most drugs, the 
sheriff department said. 

Marijuana was selling for $35 to $50 for a 
half ounce - about two inches of marijuana 
rolied the length of a sandwich bag. 

A sheriff officer who asked to -be 
unidentified said, “One good question is 
where are the average kids on the streets 
getting the money to pay for this stuff? Is 
this the reason for so many breaking and 
enteringss?” 


The sheriff department was pleased with | 


the results of the pre-dawn arrests. 

“We know we didn’t get. all of the dealers 
in the county but we think we got the 
biggest supplier of cocaine and LSD in the 
county,” one officer said. 

The officer said LSD is part of a group of 
acids that rank just before heroine as the 
most dangerous drugs. 

"LSD isn't called acid on the street 
anymore because acid has such a bad name. 
The kids think they're getting mescaline 
but it's really LSD.” 

Among the 28 suspects, cleven had no 
previous criminal record, nine had past 
eriminal econvietions, five had previous 
criminal charges with the outcome of those 
charges (eonvieted or dismissed) unknown, 
and public records were not available on the 
juvenile and two other suspects. Public 
records on 20 of the suspects showed ten 
were employed (three part-time or sea- 
sonal), three were unemployed, three were 
receiving Aid for Dependent Children, two 
were students, one was receiving Social 
Security benefits, and one was disabled.

In Beaver Creek Township, Florence 
Nelson (D) won 292 over JoAnn Cooper (R) 
133 for the clerk position. Terry McGregor 
(D) defeated write-in candidate Jim Small 
234 to 166. Kathleen Mobarak (R) with 236 
votes and Richard William Johnson (D) 
with 217 votes won trustee positions over 
Edna Hammermeister (D) with 183 votes. 

In Lovells Township, Lyle Jewell (R) 
defeated write-in candidate George 
Wingeier 164 to 88 for the supervisor 
position. Dolores Haberland (R) defeated 
write-in candidate Bernice Baughn 139 to 
102. 

In the circuit court race, Alton Davis 
carried Crawford County 2962 to 1136 for 
James Cotant. Unofficial results showed 
Davis the winner in the three-county race.

ALTHOUGH I7°S lost right now in 
all the election attention, a process is 
underway in Michigan which should 
receive a lot more attention and 
commentary -~ setting of pay levels 
for the state’s elected officials. 

Under the system we use in 
Michigan, a citizen group called the 
State Officers Compensation Commis- 
sion meets every two years, reviews 
elected state officials’ pay levels and 
makes recommendations. 

These findings go to the state 
legislature in December of each even- 
numbered year, and the lawmakers 
have until February 1 of the following 
year to take action. The legislature, 
however, has the option only of 
rejecting the commission’s proposals; 
the lawmakers cannot amend them, 
nor do they have to vote to accept 
them. Without negative action in the 
legislature, the pay recommendations 
take effect. 

Usually, the SOCC recommends 
upward revision, somewhere along the 
line. So far, the legislature has never 
rejected the commission’s program, 


’ THIS WHOLE IDEA is questionable 
in the first place, but it was approved 
by the voters and added to the state 
constitution several years ago, What 
the system does, of course, is to 
remove the curse of decision from the 
shoulders of the governor and the 
lawmakers, and transfer it to the 
unelected individuals on the SOCC. 

Thus it insulates the pay-making 
process from the voters. Maybe the 
voters ought to take a look at the whole 
idea one of these days. 

At any rate, the SOCC is reviewing 
a study of pay levels for elected 
officials in eight other large and 
comparable states, and Michigan 
ranks quite well by comparison. 

Michigan’s governor, for example, 
is now paid $78,000 a year, which is a 
bit above the average of $73,150 paid 
by the other eight states studied — 
New York, California, Pennsylvania, 
Hlinois, Ohio, Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and Indiana. 

Highest governor pay of that group 
is in New York at $100,000, while 
Indiana is the lowest at $48,000. 


A study conducted by the Independent 
Business Research Office of Michigan at the 
University of Michigan indicates small 
businesses bear a disproportionately high 
share of the costs under the state’s unem- 
ployment insurance system. 

However, the study concluded that con- 
trary to popular belief by small business 
owners themselves, they do not pay an un- 
fair share of the state’s Single Business Tax 
(SBT) or workers’ compensation costs. 

Sue Wolfram of the research office 
associated with the U-M Graduate School of 
Business Administration, said workers’ 
compensation costs are spread relatively 
even among small and large firms, while 
small businesses actually pay a lower SBT 
rate than their larger counterparts. 

The study was requested by the Small 
Business Association of Michigan. 

Participating in the study were econo- 
mists from the University of Michigan and 
the W.E. Upjohn Institute for Employment 
Research. 

The report concluded that unemployment 
insurance costs do vary systematically by 
size of the firm in the state. 

The larger the firm, as measured by total 
payroll, the lower the incidence of the tax. 

Relative to the single business tax rate, 
the study indicated that small firms nor- 
mally pay an effective tax rate which is 
‘considerably lower” than that paid by 
larger firms. 

It said that on the average, smaller firms 
(those with a SBT liability less than $5,000) 
pay tax equal to .9 percent of their value- 
added and larger firms pay 1.5 percent. 

Sixty-six percent of the firms filing SBT 
returns fall into the small firm category, 
according to the study. 

{he report noted that the very smallest 
firms (payrolls of less than $78,000-or about 
four employees at the state average wage) 
do incur higher workers’ compensation 
costs than larger firms. 

This was attributed to fixed costs inherent 
in marketing of workers’ comp insurance 
and the greater frequency (about three

MICHIGAN state senators and 
wpresentatives, however, are at the 
top of the list. Michigan lawmakers 
are paid $33,200 a year, which ranks 
them No. 1 among these nine states — 
27.7 percent above the average of 
$24,000. 

New York lawmakers rank second at 
$32,960 a year, while Indiana legis- 
lators are at the bottom of the list at 
$9,600 a year, 

Supreme court justices in Michigan 
are above the average, with $74,000 a 
year in Michigan and the average of 
$70,300 in the nine states. High for 
justices is California at $81,859 and 
low is Indiana at $47,244. 


Maybe the relative ranking of 
Indiana's leaders helps explain how 
Indiana can offer lower tax levels to 
Michigan’s business and industries in 
seeking to lure them over our southern 
border. 

As for lieutenant governor, Michi- 
gan’s $53,500 is slightly lower than 
the average of $54,000. New York led 
the fist at $85,000, while Ohio was at 
the bottom at $35,000. The news clip I 
saw on the report didn’t indicate what 
Indiana's lieutenant governor is paid. 

THE REPORT also did not indicate 
which of the states operated with 
full-time legislators, which Michigan 
does, and which are part-time. Of 
course, each state is considered to 
have full-time governors — although 
in some cases, that may be tough to 
tell, too. 

If Michigan should revert to a 
part-time basis for its legislators — as 
I'm convinced we should — then the 
pay level for the lawmakers should be 
reduced accordingly. 

Even so, ranking so well among 
nine comparable states in pay levels is 
no source of pride either, in these 
times when unemployment in Michi- 
gan is as high as it is, and welfare 
loads are as high as they are. 

Maybe the SOCC should consider 
some of those factors, too. 

After all, the last time 1 looked there 
were no shortages of candidates for 
any of these well-paid state elected 
jobs.

The study noted the larger firms (over 100 
employees at state average wage) paid an 
estimated average of 2.07 percent of payroll 
while small firms paid an estimated 2.19 
percent. 

The date does not include self-insured 
firms, and it is expected that their inclusion 
would have lowered the percentage paid by 
larger firms, thus widening the gap further. 

‘“‘As a matter of policy, the tax rate levied 
on small business is significantly lower than 
that levied on others. Thus, over the range 
of firm sizes from 1 to 50 employees, the SBT 
has the effect of offsetting some of the cost 
advantages of larger scale production,” the 
study concluded. 


Winter Energy Supply Sufficient 

Teryry Black, director of the Energy Ad- 
ministration, Department of Commerce, 
reported that energy supplies should be am- 
ple to meet the heating needs of Michigan 
residents this winter. 

In releasing a semi-annual report on state 
energy supplies, demand and prices, Black 
said inventories and production of natural 
gas and heating oil are at near normal levels 
and energy supplies should remain 
adequate even in the coming winter is 
colder than normal. 

The report was jointly prepared by the 
Energy Administration and the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. 

Conclusions of the report include that 
electricity sales through June, 1985, are 
projected to be about the same as sales of 
the previous year; the Michigan demand for 
motor fuel during 1984 is expected to decline 
approximately 3 percent for 1983 with the 
trend to continue into 1985; new coal-fired 
power plants brought on-line or about to be 
brought on-line will add a total of about 2,400 
megawatts of new generating capacity to 
the Detroit Edison system and world 
petroleum supplies have been relatively 
unaffected by the ongoing Iran/Irag conflict 
and crude oil prices are expectea to remain 
near current levels.

Veterans Day — 1984 


Veterans Day 1984 marks 
the seventh anniversary of 
the return of the observance 
to November 11 and the 
tradition of honoring the un- 
known soldier at Arlington 
on the 11th hour of the ilth 
day of the 11th month. 

From 1971 to 1977, 
Veterans Day was observed 
on the fourth Monday in Oc- 
tober in compliance with a 
1968 law that changed most 
national holidays to Mon- 
days. 

Believing, however, that 
the November 11 date held 
great significance for this 
country, Congress passed a 
law in 1977 which returned 
the holiday to November 11. 
The law became effective in 
1978, the sixtieth anniver- 
sary of the World War I ar- 
mistice. 

With the return of the ob- 
servance to the armistice 
date of that ‘“‘war to end all 
wars,” this year’s obser- 
vance is an occasion to pay 
tribute to the 1,081,000 Amer- 
icans who have died in the 
defense of their country in 
all American wars since 
1776, and to more than 28 
million living former ser- 
vicemembers who served 
during both war and peace. 

Of a total of 38,924,000 war 
participants - going back to 
the earliest days of the 
nation - more than half of the 
men and women who have 
worn their country’s uniform 
in wartime are still alive . 
Another 4.4 million living 
veterans saw only peacetime 
service.

For hunting purposes, you 
may be interested in the 
location of lakes and 
streams, state land, recrea- 
tion areas, township boun- 
daries and county roads. 

If you have out-of-town 
friends or relatives who 
would appreciate a copy, 
why not see that they get. 
one? By buying 4-H sponsor- 
ed plat books, you are sup- 
porting the Kalkaska County 
4-H Program. 


By far the most costly of 
America’s wars was its Civil 
War in which 5 million per- 
sons participated. That con- 
flict resulted in 364,000 Union 
deaths and more than 133,000 
Confederate casualties. 

In contrast, 290,000 Amer- 
icans fought in the Revolu- 
tion, and 4,000 died in ser- 
vice. Out of 287,000 Ameri- 
can participants in the War 
of 1812, 2,000 lost their lives 
in service. 

During the Mexican War 
only 79,000 Americans were 

‘in uniform, yet 13,000 died in 
service. 

In the Spanish-American 
War, 11,000 of the 392,000 
U.S. participants died in ser- 
vice, 

A total of 4,744,000 ans- 
wered the country’s call to 
arms in World War I, and 
116,000 died. 

World War II saw the 
greatest number of Ameri- 
cans ever in uniform - 
16,535,000 men and women. 
There were 406,000 deaths in 
service during that conflict. 

During the Korean fight- 
ing, 6,807,000 saw service, 
and when it was over in 1955, 
95,000 had died. 

A total of 9,834,000 Ameri- 
cans were in service during 
the Vietnam Era. Of that 
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number 47,000 deaths were 
due to action of hostile for- 
ces. 

Today’s population of 
living veterans - including 
those who served in more 
than one period - is made up 


as follows: World War II 
(39%), Vietnam (29%), 
Korea (19%), Peacetime 


(18%), and World War II 
(less than 1%). Only 22 
veterans - America’s oldest - 
remain from the Spanish 
American War.

NOTICE OF HEARING TO DEVELOP A MICHIGAN PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 
POLICY ON THE PROVISION OF TRANSPORTATION SERVICE 
BY GAS DISTRIBUTION UTILITIES 


On July 23, 1984, the Association of 
Businesses Advocating Tariff Equity (ABATE) 
filed an application for rulernaking or other 
appropriate relief concerning the provision of 
transportation service by gas distribution com- 
panies for industrial end-user companies that 
have purchased natural gas directly from 
producers. 

ABATE has asserted that Consumers 
Power Company (CPCo) is presently providing 
said service at 65.71¢ per Mcf and Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Company (MichCon) is re- 
questing a rate of approximately $2.30 per 
Mct for essentially the same service. ABATE 
contends that if transportation service is to 
be offered by Michigan's gas distribution 
utilities it should be done so only on the basis 
of Commission policy which is applied in a 
consistent and non-discriminatory manner. 

The Commission has concluded that it is 
its responsibility to see to it that those utilities 
that choose to render transportation service 
in Michigan do so in the public interest. The 
Commission has further concluded that it 
would be a disservice to Michigan utilities, 
and ultimately utility ratepayers, if the tradi- 
tional customers of the distribution utilities 
were not provided with the Commission's 
policy covering the provision of transportation 
Service. 

On September 26, 1984 the Commission 
issued an Order Initiating Inquiry in this mat- 
ter, the same to be conducted in the form of 
a generic hearing. The scope of said hearing 
was established by the Commission which 
stated in said order that: 


“The issues to be addressed at the ge- 
neric hearing shall include but not be 
limited to: 


1. Should rules be promulgated by the 
Commission covering the provision of 
transportation service by gas distribu- 
tion utilities or other common or 
contract carriers? If so, what specific 
rules should be promulgated? 

2. if rutes are not adopted by the Com- 
mission, what purpose would be 
served by developing flexible guide- 
lines, as done in New York? If a pur- 
pose can be served, what specific 
guidelines should be adopted? 

3. if either rules or guidelines are 
adopted, should the following factors 
be considered in approving changes 
in transportation rates, charges and 
conditions of service: 

a. Whether a customer had dual- 
fuel capability? 

b. Whether the rate should be 
based on the cost of providing 
service to the individual cus- 
tomers or on aliquot share of the 
cost of serving all of a utility's 
customers? 

c. Whether the rights to a utility's 
capacity should be different de- 
pending on the type of customer 
involved (transportation vs. regu: 
lar rate)? 

d. Whether transportation cus- 
tomers should be required to give 
notice before renewing service as 
regular customers? 

4 Whether the provision of transporta- 
tion service by gas utilities will 
undermine the traditional relationship 
between gas utilities and their cus- 
tomers or gas utilities, pipelines and 
producers? If so, why is this the 
case? 

5. What revisions to existing delivery 
systems need to be made toa accom- 
modate the provisions of transporta- 
tion service? 

6. Should the Commission distinguish 
between contract and common car- 
riage or should the Commission con- 
sider a utility that contracts to per- 
form transportation service a common 
carrier, subjecting its entire trans- 
mission and distribution systern to 
the constraints of Act 9? 

7. Any other issues that are relevant 

to this inguiry.” 

in said September 26, 1984 Order the 


Commission also stated that: 

“Inasmuch as contracts already exist for 
providing such service, it is necessary to 
address the legality of those contracts 
during the pendency of the generic pro- 
ceeding. Section 10 of Act 9 provides 
that the rates and charges for transpor- 
tation service should ‘be stated and set 
up in the manner and form required by 
the commission and outlined in its rules 
and regulations for filing of rates of arti- 
fictal gas utilities or in accordance with 
such rules, regulations and conditions 
of service as may bs hereafter adopted 
by the commission and which it is 
hereby empowered to make for the regu- 
lation of such common purchasers and 
camimon carriers of natural gas’ (em- 
phasis added).” 

“Since Section 10 provides for the filing 
of transportation rates and contracts 
prior to the promulgation of rules spe- 
cifically designed to deal with transpor- 
tation service, any contracts which have 
been filed prior to this date in accor- 
dance with Section 10 should continue 
in effect. Any transportation services 
that are being or will be rendered by 
gas utilities prior to the effective date of 
the generic policy should comply with 
the filing requirements of Section 10. As 
long as each utility that files such con- 
tracts and rate schedules applies such 
rate schedules and charges in a non- 
discriminatory fashion, as required by 
Section 6, each utility’s rate schedules 
need not conform to any other utility’s 
rate schedules, Moreover, nothing in 
Act 9 prohibits a utility from using load 
characteristics of customers in designing 
a fair and equitable rate for transporta- 
tion service. Although any significant 
disparity between the rate schedules of 
one utility and another may support the 
need for a generic policy, as ABATE sug- 
gests, the statute only prohibits discrimi- 
nation by and not between common 
carriers. This is consistent with the Com- 
mission's treatment of general rate 
orders and rates paid by common pur- 
chasers, inasmuch as each utility’s cost 
of service and Joad characteristics vary 
considerably.”

Doodles from 
the Tall Timber 


Once the narrow gauge 
railroad was introduced to 
the Michigan logging opera- 
tions, there was no doubt 
about its efficiency where the 
movement of logs was con- 
cerned. In most areas the 
various rivers were still the 
main arteries of log transpor- 
tation even when the rail- 
roads were in use, but in the 
Ministee Valley the use of 
steam brought about two 
tmprotant changes in log- 
ging. Logging railroads were 
built by several companies 
operation in Manistec from 
that city into the timber lands 
and R.G. Butters used a 
steam skidder to move logs. 
Both the railroad and the 
skidder increased the specd 
and efficiency of delivery to 
the mills. The use of log 
marks became unnecessary 
when logs were so handled. 

The other change came 
when the logging rails divert- 
ed timber from one area to 
another, such as in the 
Cadillac operations. Rail- 
roads extended from Cadillac 
into the Manistee lands 
which allowed logs to be 
taken to the Cadillac mills 
from Kalkaska County. It is 
interesting to note that, often 
in the mill towns where 
passenger lines joined with 
those used by the loggers, 
one trait was common to both 
and a third rail was added to 
accommodate the wider 
gauge of the passenger 
trains.
